The six announcements feature the 
educational values, scientific and 
emergency communication values, the role 
of Amateur Radio in Space (featuring 
astronaut Tony England, WOORE), and a 
personal endorsement spot by Chet Atkins, 
WAdCZD. If you have a satellite dish you 
can downlink these six announcements on 
July 28th at 2 PM EDST on Weststar 5 
channel 4. NY9K will tape them and make 


them available to the club. 


WARC-1992 TO CUMSTUER SPECTRUM CHANGES 

In a few months the 1992 WARC (World 
Administrative Radio Conference) will 
convene in Spain to set up communication 
procedures and spectrum allocations for 
international use. Amateur radio is 
concerned that there could be some 
curtailment of present frequency 
privileges. New uses of the radio spectrum 
are seeking access: CD quality sound 
broadcasting, new services such as 
cellular telephones and their data 
counterparts, mobile satellites, vind 
profiler radars, and new space services 
are but a few. Shortwave radic is seeking 
to expand. 


A number of administrations, including 
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(VARC cont.) 
the U.S., are andicating that they intend 
to protect the amateur spectrum at 
WARC-92. The FCC Committee has recommended 
that there be “no intrusion into the 
amateur bands” amt = has 
elimination of the “long

standing 
inconsistency between Regions at 7100-7300 
kHz that does not fully satisfy the needs 
of either the broadcasting or the amateur 
service “They are calling for a 300 kHz 
amateur allocation at 6900-7200 kHz with 
the bottom 100 kHz also available to the 
land mobile service on a secondary hasis 
(no interference to be caused to 
amateurs). This transition would not occur 
for 15 years, allowing time for any 
necessary modifications of equipment or 


antennas.
